For this 
reason, I am highly skeptical of ex-agents who want to "let It all hang 
out" and tell everything they know about clandestine operations involv- 
ing aiy of the aforementioned organisations. It sloply is not done ly 
men who want to go on enjqylng LLAFOH ( Life, Llber^ and....). When 
Martin & Mitchell defected we were preparing to revaap all our code 
systems azyway, so idiat does that tell you? 

I have not been able to find your book yet, but I'n still trying. I 
appreciate very much the efforts you have made, and are making, toward 
■airttig the Freedom Of Information Act live up to Its grandiose title. 

I 'n sure I speak for a lot of Americans idio are grateful for your 
comiltment dedication to truth.
